The city council in regular session 
last night introduced an ordinance 
which fprovides that sp itting on the 
sidewalkA, on the steps or platform of 
any railroad station or in any other 
public place, w ill be p rohibited in the 
future for the good of the health of 
the com m unity . 
And a fine of not 
more than # 2 will be levied against 
persons violating this ordinance. 
Rulos wero suspended and the ordin­ 
ance was passed to the tOOO« d, th ird 
and final reading for passage and is 
now’ in force. 
Tho best authorities in the country 
have long held th at sputum is danger­ 
ous and causes the spread of man 
3* 
contagions diseases, especially tub er­ 
culosis. 
In the future our fair sex can wear 
their fine frocks on the 'street w ithout 
having to convert them into sidewalk 
cleaners, sweeping through an over­ 
flow of Rattlo Ax and Red Band—in 
liquid form. 
The ordinance will work a hardship 
on the fellows who hold down the 
m ain corners down town, and who 
decorate them 
in 
beautiful 
color 
scheme of burnt umber. 
And think 
of the “ rail birds” who roost on the 
curbing around the court house y ard. 
These fellows wiU have to arise every 
tim e they wish to expectorate, and 
walk to the edge of the sidewalk. 
And this is 
very inconvenient. 
One 
may have to arise just when tie is 
about to make a point in an interest­ 
ing 
and 
intructive argum ent, and 
thus lose the point or climax. 
Did 
the council think of this and have 
they 110 pity ? 
B ut there are fellow s—no not. many , 
but a few* of the old stagers who w ill 
be able to expectorate in the gutter 
while sitting on the curb and never 
move their feet ; men who when ill 
their prime and y ounger day s, Indore 
the deorepaucies of old age wrinkled 
t heir puckering ap p aratus could hit the 
neck of a jug standing eighteen feet 
a wav.

Situation in this County 


“ Turkey ’* 
on 


The 
word 
“ turkey ” 
is 
on the 
tongues of many people these day s, 
and the luscious dark and light m eat 
w ill soon be where the word is to­ 
day . 
At least, it is conceded that 
every one who can afford to p artake 
of “ his eminence, the strutting king 
of the poultry lot,” will do so on 
Thanksgiving 
and 
Christm as 
For 
'people abreast of the occasion, will 
surely have “ a breast” of the rare 
and toothsome fowl. 
W aiter 
Thomas, 
the manager of 
the Adams Produce company in this 
city was asked today for inform ation 
on this tim ely subject and said: “ We 
are pay ing eleven cents for turkey s in 
the country on foot. 
This is more 
than we anticip ated pay ing, and is 
really a fancy price for the bird, in 
view of the supply at hands, but ono or 
two of tho firms in Indiana, inflated 
the m arket by offering his price in 
order to get early shipm ents which 
could be sent east by freight. 
That 
is where they make a saving. 
We 
ship all our stuff by express, but we 
pay whatever others are offering. 
And 
the news of an increase in any p art 
of the State spreads fast nowaday s w ith 
the up-to-date 
farmers, 
who have 
free rural routes and telephones. 
And 
they all read the papers. 
I w ill ship out today from here over 
12.000 pounds of turkey m eat for the 
eastern m arket, shipping directly to 
Boston. 
All the turkiy s are picked 
and carefully packed in large boxes 
ined w ith specially 'p rep ared p arch­ 
ment paper. 
I am not in a position to 
say exacly , but I „think by the time 
the turkey reaches the consumer indhe 
ast, he pay s about th irty cents a 
pound for it. 
We w ill probably hand­ 
le about 20,000 pounds of turkey for 
the Thanksgiving m arket.” 
‘Are turkey s 
scarce? 
Well, y es, 
in a way . 
You know 
there 
were 
about twice as rnanv [turkey s raised 
in this country ten or twelve y ears 
ago. 
How do I account for it? Oh 
t ’s very easily explained. 
There was 
not so much centralized wealth amon^ 
the farm ers 
then, and consequently 
there 
wero 
many 
turkey s raised. 
Then, nearly every farm had a lot of 
turkey s on them, people went to the 
trouble of raising them. 
But now. so 
many farm ers have grown rich, com­ 
p aratively speaking, and are renting 
their farms. 
Many of them have their 
tenants do all their work. 
And these 
tenants are not allowed to use any 
grain for turkey feed unless they buy 
it. 
Some even forbid their tenants to 
raise turkey s, and thus it injures the 
turkey m arket. * ’ 
“ The turkey s this y ear are of an ex-1 
ceptionally good quality , and we w ill j 
have enough to meet the demand, both 
in shipm ent and supply ing our local 
trade. 
But the crop is from tw entv 
to th irty day s late this season, and this I 
causes an uneasiness in the city mark 
ets which boosts the price. 
“ We have two expert pickers, who* 
can pick from ninety to one hundred 
turkey s in ten hours 'w ork. 
One of 
the fellows has been in several turkey 
picking contests, 
m eeting tha best 
men in the State, and he has “ cleaned 
up ” —including the pin feathers—w ith , 
al< competitors. 
He is surely a 


thing he sized up. 
As a rule every ­ 
thing depends on the hands. 
That 
colored fellow had hands on him like 
the am eteur photographer sometimes 
makes of a person w ith their hands near 
the lens. 
With 
his ducking gloves 
on, they looked for the world like a 
p air of canvas hams. 
It took all the 
courage out of my man, and 
jp e had 
to 
use 
drastic 
measures—several 
measures—to bolster him up again. 
“ They tossed a coin for the choice 
of turkey s in the pens, and the color­ 
ed fellow won. 
That was another bad 
omen and our man had to be “ chalked 
up ” again. 
The 
colored 
man, 
of 
course chose aU p ullet turkey s, and 
after his choice was made, both men 
started in. 
The contest was to be for 
one hour. 
The rest is local history . 
“ The way E lijah Pea p ut it on that 
fellow was a shame, for it was y ou ng 
‘Lige’ w ho'did the trick. 
He picked 
exactly tw ice as many as the much 
heralded man from Henry , and the fact 
was we afterw ard learned he was not 
from Henry county all, but was a 
’dark horse’ they run in on us from 
M ontpelier. 
I sp lit the purse w ith 
Lige, and he said earning $50 in an 
hour, surely was ‘easy p icking.’ 
He 
then started to celebrate and I lost my 
picker for several.day s. 
He sent a let­ 
ter to a ’pink p ap er’ in the East, a 
challenge to the world. 
And I guess 
we can back it up w ith a small bit of 
change, a couple of hundred or three. 
This y ear Flem Pea is on the staff of 
pickers, and he can remove “ some 
feathers. * 
“ The eastern m arket 
is the best 
m arket for us. 
You know Texas sup ­ 
plies tiie Chicago market. 
It is simply 
astounding, the number of turkey * 
th at are raised in Texas. 
They m a­ 
ture there faster than any other place 
in the country , ami virtually flood the 
central west with them. 
But they can 
hardly complete w ith us in tho eastern 
m arket, either in the m atter of quality 
or shipment. 
The Texas turkey is 
the gamble of tho turkey business. 
In 
Chicago men make and lose fortunes 
speculating in them, same as is done 
in the grain business. 
They fluctuate 
in p rice according to the possibiltiy 
and p ractibility of shipping and hand­ 
ling them .”

City Engineer A. L. Stew art made 
levels, drawdug and plans for a sew er­ 
age in tiiis city a few y ears ago when 
the question was then agitated. 
The 
specifications which |h e nmdoginclud 
ing storm sewers and would have cost, 
approxim ately $¡0,000. 
Tho intention 
of the present eounciljis p ut in a p ure­ 
ly sanitary sewer sy stem, w hie it will 
cost in the neighborhood of between 
$50,000 and $00,000. 
The council will go over the Stew 
a rt plans Monday night, and these 
plans may be adopted with some minor 
changes.

Minneapolis. 
Nov. 
21.—Sub sidized 
shipping which involves the enlist­ 
ment of the seamen employ ed thereon 
as memb ers of the naval reserve w’as 
roundly denounced at the convention 
of the American Federation of Lab or. 
President Gompers touched ex tensive­ 
ly upon this sub ject in his annual re­ 
port. pointing out that while purport­ 
ing simply to provide for the volun­ 
tary enrollment of seamen serving on 
sub sidized ships, the b ill pending in 
congress did in fact provide for the 
conscription of seamen so enrolled in 
time of war. 
The committee on the 
president’s report reaffirmed this sec­ 
tion of President Gompers’s report 
with emphasis. 
The com m ittee’s re­ 
port concluded as follows: 
“W e rec­ 
ommend that the American Federation 
of Lab or reiterate its condemnation 
of this b ill with the Its un-American 
provision for conscription.” 
The rec­ 
ommendation of the committee was 
adopted. 
Those portions of President 
Gompers’s statem ent which referred 
to the late political activities of the 
federation and which will undoub ted­ 
ly b e made the center for discussion 
If not for attack, have not y et b een 
reached. 
There is in the hands of the com­ 
mittee on resolutions a resolution. No. 
131. which has not b een reported. 
It 
is one of the “socialist” resolutions in­ 
troduced b y Delegate Victor L. Ber­ 
ger of Milwaukee, and as it stands on 
the records of the convention it prom­ 
ises 
troub le. 
It 
praises 
President 
Gompers’s recent political action, hut 
demands that the federation go to 
lengths hardly contemplated b y Pres­ 
ident Gompers. at least so far as can 
b e judged from his utterances during 
the present convention. 
Its full sig­ 
nificance is summed up in the two fol­ 
lowing sentences: 
■Resolved, that true lab or politics 
cannot b e non-partisan, and must al­ 
way s b e partisan 
And it must alway s 
b e partisan to lab or and. furthermore, 
b e it resolved, that only b y uniting 
politically on class lines in like m an­ 
ner as we are now’ economically or­ 
ganized on class lines, can the Ameri­ 
can proletariat compel recognition of 
its rights and finally secure the full 
product of lab or to the workers." 
The full significance of these resolu­ 
tions is sweeping. 
They would com­ 
mit the federation to the Socialistic 
doctrine that all the products of lab or 
b elong to the workers, and would turn 
the federation and its affiliated b odies 
into a lab or party 
This is far from 
b eing in accord with the policy laid 
down b y President Gompers and the 
other leaders of the federation. 
Pres­ 
ident Gompers. who. in evident ex pec­ 
tation of a deb ate, had resigned the 
chair to Vice President John Mitchell, 
immediately entered the arena and a 
b attle roy al was waged b etween Dele 
gate Gompers and the Socialist squad. 
He took the stand that it was an af­ 
front to the whole lab or movement; 
that its criticism of the movement was 
b ased on false premises 
He ob j« *cted 
to the use jof the word "crafts" and 
on his motion “trades” was sub sti­ 
tuted for It, 
The anti-injunction « » ill was indors­ 
ed and the injunction plan scored. 
Japanese. Chinese, Korean and Hindu 
lab or were included in a sweeping de­ 
nunciation of Asiatic immigration and 
a demand for further ex tension of the 
ex clusion laws 
"Slavery ” was the

Has Produced Remarkable Conditions 


in Minneapolis Market. 
Minneapolis. Nov. 21.—In a special 
statem ent prepared in the office of L. 
T. Jamme, secretary of the Minneap­ 
olis chamber of commerce, the most 
extraordinary grain supply condition 
ever known in the Northwest is set 
forth in detail. 
Minneapolis on the 
crop movement to date, is behind 12,-, 
798,390 bushels of wheat compared 
with a year ago. and in receipts of
